The V. V. I. was created to co-urdinato and 
cneourugo the 'unlv'nr.«tt'y groups In Uu' illffei-cnt 
natiçns which "were studying tho work oC the 
League. I', .serves as a centrij for .•i'.udtiit support 
of the new 'lisjirlt Intcrnatloniir;' it collects docu- 
ments and genifrally aids national groups In their 
-study of world politics; It acts as a iiasou bcLween 
thiwo groups anJ the yccretai'lut, tho ].,abuur 
Offk'e. Ihn Conimisslon on Jntoii(>ctual co-0|)cr- 
atiiin; It attempts to sjuead Uio Inteicki; bspotlally 
anvpng the youth in such 'istatcii 'a'ii '11(6' U. S. A. 
Today thei'o are twcnty-olght/countrles with uni- 
versity associations repj-escnted at tho F. U. I., 
and every year diu-ing the Assembly there is held 
igi r. U. I. Congress ;it Geneva, which over a 
hundred delegates attend. The real purposu ot this 
Congress Is to establish contacts' between the na- 
tional gj-oups and to provide an opportunity for an 
exchange of views' on international questions, 
lliough ot course it docs lay down a general pro- 
gramme for the Federation as a whole and for the 
national groupa. 

Itiis In, the' activity of those local bi-anches that 
the value ot the movement lies. There tho discus- 
sions take place' find tho studyln;; Is done and the 
opinions aro formed. Debates anil lectures, .Model 
As.scmblles and weckl.v dl.scu.sslons .are some of 
tho methods employed. C.tiSadlun students would 
find the organization ,.of«...thO' B.»xi. L.'N. S. — 
British Universities Lcaguo'of 'Natloiîs* Vocîety— 
most to their liking. Its constltul|on|j^tes that its 
aims are .simply "to promote ïnîerimtfônal under 
standing, to study International relations, and to 
make known the films and uetlvltlcs of the League 
of Nations, and tho terms of its Covenant." It is 
represented in all British Univeritles, and has a 
mcnfborship of over five thousand students. Its 
central officers,-. three in number, of whom two aro 
full-time officers — Is most energetic (and .success- 
ful) in arranging for eminent speakers to give the 
odd hour to the local B.U.L.N.S. in whatever town 
they happen to .visit. It prepares outlines for group 
study and secures whatever documents or books 
are .necessary for them. It .establishes connection 
with the various public men, and public bodies. In 
short, the n.U.L.N.S. Ik a,5n-ldc-awake,„efflç;içnt,.but 
cheaply-run .society designed to aid students In 
keeping touch with. International life. 

■As .a purely British scheme It does not foi'get 
the Domlnlons.'In 1927 a British and Dominion Stu- 
dent Congress was held In Geneva, and It proved 
so .successful that another lias been called caely 
year • since. And their pamphlet auys, "The last 
Imperial Confc'renco (1826), by recoenlzing the 
complete national status , of, ..the self-governing 
Dominions, Jntroduced a new factor Into Inter- 
national affairs and created a now situation In the 
Empire, It became more than ever necessary that 
the Free States within tho Commonwealth should 
know each other, and that each should tmderstantl 
the International aspirations, needs and obligation; 

of the others," !

"It was once suggested that students through- 
out tho Empire might take a lead Iri' tills' matter; 
and the British Universities' Lëàgu'ô' of "Nations 
Society decided ..to 'Con\'«no a amall private con- 
ference of British and Dominion students at. Gen- 
eva where problems might be considered in their 
world .setting. The proposal was warmly received 
and support reached the B.U.UN.S. from Univer- 
sities in every part of tho Empire." 

Thus, eaei) year sees a more .successful session 
of this Conference. This year tho Rhodes Trustees 
saw fit to publish tho proceedings and reports' of 
the Conference which woe held during the third 
week ot September. Here again it Is the indirect 
results which count most; when seventy to eighty 
students from every part of the Empire spend a 
week together they aro bound to carry away a 
good many Impressions of each o'ther. Then tho 
social aide, though not emphasised, i.s sufficient to 
relieve any 'heaviness' that might be produced by 
dlscitsslons, committees, and attendance at tho 
League Assembly. 

In tho British Universities ti)emselvea the 
B.U.L.N.S. works by means of weekly or fortnightly 
meetings, debates or speakers' classes (at which 
everybody Is allowed to speak fbr a few minutes.) 
At the~meetlngs there is usually soine ai>eaker 
worth listening to who starts tho discussion and 
thcnVs^^^&t^^: ready to answer questions. Tho 
outstSo the universities tho n.U.L.N.S. arranges 
speaking tours for tho more fiualll'lcd .students 
during , their vacations. Theso mon, or women, i-c- 
celvo a share' pC their travelling expenses and n)o 
put , up. by the local authorities. lu tho villages or 
towns where they speak. A largo audience u.sually 
awaits" them In tho vlllugo hall, school or vIcaniKo, 
where they aro to speak, and- nearly- always Ihcy 
are greeted with great onthuslasnr. The scheme 
i)as prove'n the need for strident activity In this 
sphere. 

And how does all this apply to the causo of the 
League In Canada?. Simply In this \vuy: there Is 
as much need for a (.':.U.L..\.S. hero na thoro was 
for a B.U.L.N.S. In Britain; what university groups 
do exist for the purpose o£ studying lnternatlo))al 
affairs lack the power and tho purpose which, ni^,'- 
tlonal organl;;atloii and Inti-cnatlonal affiliation 
would give them;. and tho time Is ripe for the 
formation of that organization. 'Wo aro assuming 
an international Importance almost In si)ito ot our- 
selves. There Is great work lo |jo done li) educating 
Canadian opinion, and . there la where unlvei-sity 
nupport is urgently required.

rcc.t proportion ir th'; dirt bntwoen 
jiroloin and carboliydratos nnd unbal- 
anced rations will in all cases lo^^ult 
In the failure of tho slock to give sat- 
isfaction. Young growing animals and 
thoso ■wUlch do a great amount of 
hard work require a high protein con- 
lent In tlioir diet, .'ind duo allowance 
must be made for tbc amount of work 
dono in k^iincing tho doily ration of 
animals. 

In experiments with dairy cows cx- 
londin? over four months it was 
proved not onl.v that Ji balanced diet 
gave brttrr I'v-ults but also that It 
■was more economical for the farmer; 
the experiments showed a saving of 
about 25 jier cent- in food. As regards 
Hho foods commonly used the ie.eturer 
pointed out that meals, sifii as liu- 
.sc'od oil meal, do not coiilaiu all iiro- 
telns and l)ic protein <onlent varies. 

Proportions Should Not Vary 
• Some examples of daily diets were 
then given. 'J'lic Professor showed 
■that there should I'e a certain pro- 
portion of protein with eai/li portion 
of carbohydrate and that this • )n-o- 
jiortion should seldom vary. Though 
there may seem to be rather an e.v- 
cesslvely larce amount of protein and

Mathematics Is 
Beautifulf Says 
Noted Professor 

Half a Million People in The 
Count ry Havti Knowledge 
Of Calculus 

By Exchnnae Service 

'■.MalhemalloH is <'Xlroiiicly beauti- 
ful," declared IMofossor IMward V. 
Huntington of tho Bepartnient of 
Mathematlcs-at Harvard Unlvoislly In 
a radio uddress. "Tho beauty of a 
mathematical rosiilt is tho fuiida- 
iiienlal iiiolivc for Its pursuit." So 
ixiptilar lias llii! study of lilghor matli- 
eiiiatie.s ^'rowii a.s to bo "positively 
fashionable" said tho professor, while 
talking from station WIJAP. 

Calculus hn.s been studied by prob- 
ably halt a million people throughout 
tho country, iiiut there are, as lu.uiy 
more who "appreciate how valuable a 
knowledge of the calculus would bo it 
they had it," ho slated. The report of 
his speech In the Boston Herald gives 
I bo fact that -I larvartl ^niosJV fresh- 
men, elect a cotirso' In thi.s branch of 
mathematics every year. 

Comnicnthig on tho manner in 
which mathematics plays a part in 
various other .<iclcnecs, Professor 
Huntingdon referred particularly lo Us 
relation to long distance comm'unl- 
eatlon, where It has greatly increased 
tho distance the voice can be oaiTlod 
over a wire of given size. ''The Oc- 
vclopment of the radio itself has been 
directly dependent on mathomatlcul- 
physlcal researches of tho .most ad- 
vanced sort," said he. 

".Moreover, cheniisti'y, biology. 
freoloKy and even ueoiiomles aro com- 
ing more and more to loallzo that the 
rate of progress In these fields is di- 
rectly proportional to the amount of 
mathemalics they use." Tho first 
reason for IHo changed attltudo to- 
wards higher niuthcmatlcs is the 
enornioUH e.Meiislon of il.s u.«efuliies.s 
111 jn-actlcal human affalr.s. The scconcl 
ica.son la more vital nnd powerful. 
.Mathematics la jiot only useful. It is 
extremely beautiful. Kvcr^* . creative 
mathcmuticlun Is csscnllally a' cre- 
ative urtlst.
